business the house m em bership took 
the l th en masse. The senate, be­ 
ing som ewhat dignified, adm inister­ 
ed the oaths of 30-odd new members 
in batches. 
The house, always boisterous, pre­ 
sented a show. 
For the first tim e in history, they 
perm itted sound movies to be taken 
of the opening, and the great oblong 
cham ber was glittering in the bright 
eig lights and messy with picture 
paraphernalia.

It is the adm inistration’s objec­ 
tive, in the m onths of 
legislating 
ahead, to consolidate the gains al­ 
ready made toward national recov­ 
ery; correct, insofar as possible, the 
m istakes th at have been disclosed 
in New?

as is considered 
necessary; and, in brief; to over­ 
haul the m achinery already exist­ 
ing.

His nose is huge, both wide and long. 
His jaw is long and thin. His hands 
are thick and nerveless. Courtroom

deep-set they ever have seen. 
There is not a grim or set line In 
his face. He m ight be modeled of 
putty, it seems, and there is some­ 
thing poignant about him. 
You wonder th a t this putty m an 
should be on trial for so monstrous 
a crime. T hen you think of the steel 
in the putty. You think of the four 
years he put in during the war, in 
the trenches m anning a G erm an 
m achine gun. There are few alive 
who did th at. You think of his long 
crim inal record in Europe.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN called “The 
Times” “the m ost powerful thing in 
the world, except, perhaps, the Mis­ 
sissippi.” 
Its power was not in cir­ 
ulation, but in its influence on m en’s 
minds. 
In the Crimean war, Sir William 
Russell, “Tim es” correspondent, ex­ 
posed the horrible conditions under 
which British soldiers were living 
and fighting, and force'* reforms. 
In the “big” war, I v,“" Northcliffe 
used “The Times’ ’to warn his coun­ 
try against its m istakes. 
He was 
burned in effigy, but served 
his 
country. 
The best known “Times” corre­ 
spondent, who called himself Henri 
de Blowitz. learned in advance about 
the Treaty of Berlin in 1878, and 
published it in “The Times” on the 
day it was signed. 
Mr. de Blowitz was an uncle of the 
distinguished Am erican cartoonist. 
F. B. Opper, and h :3 real nam e was 
Opper. 
He changed it to Blowitz, 
nam e of a small village in which he 
\ *s born. 
W hen J. D. Bourchier, “Times” 
Balkan correspondent, died, Bulgaria 
issued mem orial stam ps in his honor. 
Charles A. D ana wondered why 
there was “no great correspondent 
in W ashington.” Such a correspond­ 
en t would have plenty to write about 
now’ 
The Times keeps no accredited 
correspondent in Russia. 
T h at is 
conservatism.
